Law, they inautmous as to the following Re‘olutions, 

which they : may be printed in the Edinburgh and 
Glatgow newfpapers. 

1. That though very improper ufe, to the prejudice of the 
poor, may have been made as to opening or thutting the 
ports in this part of the country, by thofe in whom the 
power for taking the proof is lodped, yet, upon the whole, 
the prefent law has been of fervice to the manufadtories of 
this country, and to the labouring poor. 

Il. That if the mode propofid at the meeting of the 
Landed Gentlemen at Edinburgh for opening and fhutting 
the ports in Scotland fhould pafs into a law, it would be 
highly diftteffing to the country in geheral, and to the coun- 
ty of Renfrew in particular, in which are the populous towns 
of Paifley, Port-Glafgow, and Greenock, with a number of 
other towns and villages. That there is not more in 
raifed in the county than is fufficient to fupply the inhabi- 
tants for three months, and they conftantly depend for large 
fupplies of oatmeal from other ports, and had it not been for 
the importation of oats and oatmeal from Ireland, this place 
and the country around us would often have been in a ftar- 
ving condition. 

lll. That this meeting humbly apprehends, that it would 
tend to the intereft of the landed proprietors in Scotland, to 
allow the ports to be at all times open for the importation 
of oats and oatmeal, which is the bread of the manufacturers, 
fifhers, and labourers in the country; this would be the mean 
of encreafing our manufaétures, fifheries, and other trades ; 
and as population and wealth increafe, the rents of lands 
would rife in proportion. 

IV. That when the ports are fhut in this and the neigh- 
bouring counties, oatmeal in general fells above 2s. 6 d. per 
boll higher here than in the county of Edinburgh, by which 
it will plainly appear, how prejudicial it would be to the 
trading and manufacturing intereft of this country, to reft 
the proof as to opening and fhutting the ports, upon the 
price of oatmeal in the county of Edinburgh. 

V. That the adopting of any plan that would be the cavfe 
of raifing the price of oatmeal in the trading and manufac- 
turing towns in Scotland, fhould be carefully guarded againtt, 
otherwife our induftrious and ufeful manufacturers, labourers, 
and fithers will emigrate to other countries, and by this 
means defeat the intention of government in the view they 
have in bringing that valuable branch of bufinefs the fifheries, 
to that flourifhing fituation which-may be foon expected, 
provided the people employed can purchafe bread upon rea- 
fonable terms. 

That from thefe confiderations, this meeting will moft 
chearfully contribute to whatever expence may be neceflary 
to oppofe any bili that may be brought into Parliament, 
which is like to have the effect of raifing the price of oatmeal 
upon the manufacturers, fithers. and labouring poor ; and 
appoint five of their number a Committee, to correfpond 
with the Chamber of Commerce, and the Magiftrates of 
the city of Glafgow, and other places, upon this very alarm- 
ing and interedting bufineis, and to ufe every endeavour in 
their power, to pi vent avy matter from pafling into a law, 
which is like to saife the price of oatmeal and grain in this 
country.

Yefterday morning about fix o’clock, a fire broke 
out, at the houfe of Mr Southerne, bookfeller, in St 
James’s-{treet, which entirely confumed the fame, 
and the houfe adjoining, belonging to Mr Hairs, 
feedfman. We are forry to hear that a fervant maid 
was burnt in confequence of this conflagration. The 
houfes backwards and on each fide thofe deftroyed 
were in great danger of being confumed, by the vio- 
lence of the flames.

"The 
acclamations of —Long live King Frederick Wil- 
liam ! were repeated with a triple difcharge of twen- 
ty-four cannon ; and the Miniter of State, M. de 
Ferabing; read a grant of the King, which con- 
firmed the nobility in their privileges and immuni- 
ties. All thofe, whofe duty it was to aflilt at the 
folemnity, were invited to dine at the tables of the 
Court, at which upwards of 800 guefts were count- 
ed, each of whom was prefented with a filver medal. 
At night, there was a general illumination through- 
out the city; and amongtt the feitivities which con- 
cluded this great day, one of Prince Frederick of 
Brunfwick’s was remarked, who gave a fupper to 
100 poor people, and diltributed a fum of 600 
crowns to the children of the foldiers of his .regi- 
ment. 

The King announced a numerous promotion ; 
and fix noblemen were raifed to the dignity of 
Count.

* The ingratitude of the Sieur Tichio, who now 
goes by the title of Count C » added to my im 
mediate neceflity for money, obliges me to commy. 
nicate to the public one of his adventures, which he 
has omitted to infert in his Memoirs. You mene 
tion him in one of your numbers as a man of brutal 
character, who treats his wife very cruclly. Ip ig 
really furprifing that the leffon he received at Vien. 
na, about the latter end of the year 1775, has not 
made a greater impreflion upon him. One day ig 
the month of November, in this year, as he was 
walking with this unfortunate woman an the banks 
of the Danube, where the current rufhed with the 
mott rapid force, he tock an opportunity to pick a 
quarrel with her upon one fubject or another ; and 
on her attempting to excofe or juitify herfelf, he fell 
into a fudden rage, and, feizing her round the wail, 





threw her into the river with fuch force, that the fell’ 


into the water above ten yards diftant from the thore 
Thofe who were f{pe¢tators of this barbarous action, 
wifhed in vain to give her affiftance. The currene 
carried her away with fuch rapidity, that the dif. 
peared ina minute. Tichio was immediately take 
into cuftody.

My pupils, terrifiedal- 
moft to death, made towards the door ; but | ftop- 
ped them, and haviag perfuaded them to returpand 
keep the fecret, I {titched up the wound ; I blood- 
ed my patient; I purged him. In short, in 15 days 
[ put him on his legs again’ For two whole months 
I ket bim carefully concealed in my houfe ; during 
which time he often micntioned his wife, fpoke of 
her virtue in the {trongeft terms, and appeared quite 
inconfolable for the lofs of her. 

“© One day when he was reproaching himfelf with 
more than ordinary bitternefs for having been the 
caufe of her death, who fhould ru/h into the apart- 
ment but Madam Tichio! and throwing her arms 
about his neck, they both remained a confiderable 
time fixed in embraces of mutual tranfport. . It 
feems the day after the accident happened to her 
Madam ‘Tichio was found by a filherman 15 leagues 
from Vienna; a country furgeon, by clyfters of ta- 
bacco and repeated fumigations, happily reftored her 
to life, and effeted her recovery. Fortune would 
have it, that the fon of this very furgeon was one of 
my pupils, and had actually been prefent at Tichio’s 
refurrection. Madam Tichio ia confidence pofel- 
ed him of the fecret of her deplorable difafter, and 
the young man in return acquainted her with every 
circumitance of the hanging, diffecting, and caring 
her hufband, She had the generofity not only 0 
forgive, but live with him again.

On Tuefday laft, the Synod of Merfe and Tiviot- 
dale was opened at Kelfo, with an excellent fermon 
by the Reverend Mr Richardfon of Makerftoun, at- 
ter which the Reverend Dr William Burn, of Min- 
to, was eleéted Moderator. ‘There was no bufinefs 
before the Synod, except an appeal froma fentence 
of the Prefbytery of Selkirk, by Mr Maclagan ; and 
a diffent from, and complaint againft a fentence of 
the fame Prefbytery, by Mr Douglas of Galafhiels. 
The fentence from which Mr Maclagan appealed, 
was a refufal to comply with a requifition which he 
made to deftroy fuch of the evidence in the late 
procefs again(t him, as had been reprobated by cre- 
dible teftimony. The fubjeét of Mr Douglas’s com- 
plai.t was, a refolution entered into by the Prefby- 
tery of Selkirk, to expunge from their records the 
whole of the proceedings with regard to the procefs 
againft Mr Maclagan, except, that fuch procefs was 
commenced, and carried on, with the final feritence 
of the Prefbytery on the whole caufe. After hear- 
ing parti¢s on both cafes, the Synod unanimoufly a- 
greed to reverfe the fentence complained of by Mr 
Douglas, and to inftrué the Prefbytery of Selkirk, 
not to deftroy any of the depofitions in the Melrofe 
caufe, at leaft until fuch time as the Prefbytery has 
taken proper fteps to afcertain the guilt ofy;and bring 
to punifhment fach witneffes as thall be proved to 
have fworn falfely in the above caufe. Againit this 
decifion Mr Maclagan protefted, and appealed to the 
next General Affembly. 

At Hawick cattle tryft, which began on Thurf- 
day fe’ennight, there was a confiderable thew of 
Highland cattle and horfes, befides a great number 
of country cattle. ‘The cattle fold at high prices ; 
and all the Highland cattle were fold off on Thurf- 
day and Friday, that were fhown thefe two days : 
On. Satugday, about 500 more Highland carile 
came forward ; but, unluckily, the purchafers nor 
expecting fo great a thew the laft day, had mollly 
left the market. However, a confiderable number 
of them were alfo fold. The gentlemen to whom 
thefe belonged intended to have fhewn them the fir/t 
day of the tryft; but their drivers trifled off their 
time on the road, and difappointed them much. -—- 
The Highland dealers exprefled. great fatisfaSion at 
the market-place, and are determined to have their 
cattle forwarded in due time; and, from the appear- 
ance of the market this year, and the inclinations of 
the north and fouth dealers, &c. to have the market 
eltablifhed, there is little doubt of its. being a good 


"market in future. 


They write from Greenock, that there is, and 
has been for fome time paft, the greatelt tack of 
herrings in the Frith of Clyde that has been for up- 
wards of thirty years paft. T'here are at prefent up- 
wards of fixty buffes, from 50 to 70 tons burden, 
fihing betwixt Greenock and Port-Glalgow, which 
are meeting with great fuccefs; the herrings are 
large, and of the fineft flavour. Glafgow and the 
neighbourhood have been well fupplied with freth 
herrings, all this feafon, at a very moderate price.

The prifon of Glafgow was broke on the night 
betwixt the 25th and 26th in{tant, and feyen perfons 
made their efcape, four of whom have fince been ap- 
prehended.
